And lo indeed it fell out : For having made over {ome of Is Goods, and other- 
wi'cdiſreſed of what he could with conveniency in {o ſhort a time, No betook him{elf 
to tind a Paſſage by Water, and in order thereto went down to Hap? there waiting 


for the Opportunity ina Diſguiſe, contrary to his former florid Eq uiPage. However 
he carry?*d it not fo ſecretly, but thole who pryed into ſuch Afﬀairs, underltanding a 


great quantity of Treaſure, and other things of Value were {towed in a Velſel lying 
near the River ide, ir gave [ufpition that ſomething more than ordinary was intended, 
inſomuch that fuſpeting it a Fraight no ways convenient tor ſuch a Vellcl,ic being faid 
to be a Collier , ſpoke fo loud , that it came in Queſtion. And thereupon they 
apply*d chemſclves to the Officers proper for that purpoſe, to Arrelt and Stay the ſaid 
VYellel, till a farther Account could be given, And though it was not [pcedily done, 
nor without further Application, yet upon Search it was plainly perceived, that no or- 
dinary Perſon was concerned there.

Prolcr 
bed by the Prinec of ORANGE, and Confederate Lords, as an Evil Counic: : x 
verter ot tlic Laws, and Bytrayer of the Liverties of the People ) it was conveniene 
to ſeize him, which they did without any Reſiltance, between One ant! vo of the 
Clock, being then in a Furr Cap, a Seaman's Neckcloth, and a Ikulty Coat, $0 pro 
cceding to carry him betore the Lord Mayor, they brought vr : 1Nro the ( ity in 2 
Coach guarded with Blunderbuſſes, ec. preceved by one Coa:h, and follo ved by an

ec. and a Repaſt for Refreſhment, he was committed to the Tower in the charge of a 
[trong Guard, where he remains to expett the liſue.
